Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the drawings do not show the claimed light- 
emitting device including ALL of : a phosphor layer AND an optical system including a convex lens (as recited in claim 13 or 17). Claim 13 
or 17 recites the phosphor layer AND the optical system as two individual elements. Applicant argues that Figure 1 1 or 5 shows these 
fetures. Figure 1 1 or 5 clearly does not show these two individual elements. 



As to 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph rejection of claim 1 3, applicant argues that the original specification provides support for the light 
emitting elements including: the phosphor layer (the phosphor glass layer), the optical system and a convex lens, as recited in claim 13. 
The Examiner could NOT locate the light emiting device including the phosphor layer (the phosphor glass layer) and the optical system 
(convex lens) individually, as recited in claim 13, within the original specification. Claim 13 recites the phosphor layer and the optical 
system as two individual elements. 
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
